If you were asked to guess at what 


age there arc the most children in the 
rural schools 
of Outagamie-co. you

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JUGGLING THE BONUS 


Unable to agree upon a method oi' rais- 


ing the money, the Ixepublican leaders in 
•congress have clone -what "was inevitable 
in view of the approaching congressional 
election, that is they have decided to 
enact a soldiers' bonus law and either 
leave out the cash feature "or let the ad- 
ministration take care of financing it in 
•whatever vray it may see fit. If the cash 
bonus is retained, as it should be. and a 
bill of this kind is passed and signed by 
the president it -will constitute a formal 
obligation, and once we have the accept- 
ance of the obligation there vcill be no 
other alternative but to go ahead and dis- 
charge it. 


Of course, the better Avay would be to 


make provision for raising revenue needed 
to pay the bonus at the time the bonus is 
authorized. That would be the right and 
businesslike -way to go about it. but poli- 
tics is politics and we always have to reck- 
on with considerations of this kind. The 
president insists upon a. sales tax with 
which to defray the cost'of adjusted 
com- 


pensation to the ex-service men: 
The po- 


litical loaders in congress fight this be- 
cause they are afraid the sales tax will be 


' unpopular, that is. more unpopular than 


the bonus'in principle will be popular. I£ 
they have any convictions or courage on 
the subject, aside from political expedien- 
cy, they would act on their own judgment 
and if they were determined not to pass 
.a sales tax would" contrive some other 
means for raising the revenue. 


But the truth is the politicians want to 


temporarize and play with this issue until 
after the election. 
If they pass a bill 


authorizing the bonus it will on the face of 
things gain the good will of the ex-service 
men and next fall will help the re-election 
of congressmen who support it. 
At the 


same time, if they succeed in evading the 
real issue by- not making provision for 
financing the bonus, they will avoid dis- 
pleasing those who have to pay the bill, 
and the matter will go over until after 
the election. It is a simple device and 
probably the majority of people will be 
deceived by it. although hardly the ex- 
service men themselves. 


It is not the honorable and straight- 


forward way to give the soldiers adjusted 
compensation. It means that the raising 
of money with which to pay the cash bonus 
may be put off for a year or more and that 
1hc delay will keep the soldiers as well as 
the taxpayers in suspense during all this 
time. The way to give the soldiers adjust- 
ed compensation is> to give it to them, and 
have the matter over with. 
Nothing is 


gained by prolonging consideration of the 
subject, or of subjecting it to political 
juggling. 
"NVe are uot so sure that ihc 


latest proposal of the politicians at "\Yahh- 
ingtou, which 
amounts essentially to 


continued -evasion, will prove as success- 
ful as its originators believed. The coun- 
try, to say nothing of the ex-service 
men, 


is getting tired of the manner iu which the 
bonus is being handled.

MB. CARY AND EDUCATION 


Speaking at the national council of 
edu- 


cation in Chicago, this week, former State 
Superintendent of Schools, C. P. Cary, told 
the convention that education in Wiscon- 
sin had been set back at least twcnty- 
five years by the creation of a state board 
of education and a board of vocational 
education. Mr. Cary is right in his asser- 
tion that education in "Wisconsin has been 
set back twenty-five years, but what it is 
that set it back is a matter upon which 
there is a difference of opinion. Surveys 
by the Russell Sage fcrandation brought 
before the people of the state in an im- 
pressive manner the decline of their school 
system and in many respects the wretched 
condition of educational affairs. 


Mr. Cary was for many years identified 


with the public school system of "Wiscon- 
sin and ought to know something about 
the deterioration of schools. In fact, he 
was at the head of the school system pret- 
ty much of the time it was going down 
hill. Mr. Cary may be right in his con- 
tention that there should be only one board 
and not two in control of educational 
mat- 


ters. 
"We do not know about that, but 


we are convinced he is wrong when he 
says that the policy of vocational school 
training is under the control of manufac- 
turers ''who want to use the schools to 
secure an abundance of cheap labor, part- 
ly trained at state expense.'7 As a 
mat- 


ter of fact, certain of the absurdities in 
the vocational school laws have deprived 
employers of a source of apprentices and 
of juvenile labor wholly beneficial and 
helpful to the boy. So far as getting 
cheap labor trained at state expense is 
concerned, very little if any completed 
trades education is turned out by the 
public school. 
It would be better for the 


state if it were. 


Vocational training can be made more 


valuable to our boys and girls by certain 
modifications as well as enlargements of 
policy. It should also be clearly differen- 
tiated from vocational guidance. 
"We are 


inclined to think that the state board of 
education is on the right track and that 
if the recommendations and program, of 
those in responsible authority are put into 
effect "Wisconsin"s school system will not 
only improve noticeably, but the problems 
of vocational education will be solved 
satisfactorily.

In private practice when a doctor pulls a long 


face and pushes out a long word for a perfectly com-

vulgar ailment, get ready to pay him an out- 


rageous fee for some pretty advice. But in print 
it is different. 
In print a doctor can spread long 


words all over" the paper. 
Clavus is colloquially 


known as corns. Corns are hypertrophies ot the 
stratum corneum, if you know what 
we 
menn. 


Well, frankly, corns are proliferations of tho horny 
layer of the skin, caused by prolonged friction and 
pressure. 


AH clear so far. 
The friction and pressure aro generally due to 


tight and incorrectly shaped shoes. But sometimes 
corns grow on the palms of the hands, and some- 
times on the abdomen (in carpenters, for instance). 
Be that as it may, the firs^-step in the cure of corns 
is tl)3 adoption of shoes built to fit the shape of the 


Hard corns and soft corns are equally easy to 


cure. 


Soft corns are corns developing on moist sur- 


faces, usually between tho toes. 
Paint the corn, not the surrounding skin, each 


night with a solution of 30 grains of salicylic acid 
in flexible collodion. Flexible collodion is the liquid 
surgeons employ to make an impervious coating ov- 
er slight wounds—a kind of liquid courtplaster. It 
will be found that the corn will soften and come off 
after several nights. A good hot soaking every 
night will aid the process. 


In the case of soft corns, the opposing surfaces 


must be kept spread apart by bits of dry gause or 
absorbent cotton well powdered with boric acid or 
zinc stearate. Dryness must be maintained at all 
times, The same solution may be applied as for 
hard corns.

Now, the corns are cured. If you will go bare- 


foot for a few weeks tboy won't come back. People 
confined for several weeks in bed always loose their 
corns. 


Or if you will adopt properly shaped shoes, and 


lot return to the foot-twisting, narrow points, and 
ramped toes, there is no reason why you should 
row any more corns.
